of reasoning employed by Gov- 
ernment in presenting. a claim for 
increases in the pay of Govern- 
ment employees, implying that 
existing scales du not provide rea- 
sonable living standards, at the 
same time as it) proposes to tax 
the incames of all salaried men in 
the Colony. If the idea is for 
the right hand to-take away what 
the left hand confers by way of 
higher emoluments, — the whole 
procedure threatens to develop 
into a farce. As it is, the strisyzs 
attached to the Commission's 
4unctions under the terms of re- 
ference are not, necessarily, cal- 
culated to produce the most per- 
fect answer. What emoluments 
are considered fair and reasons 
able in. Hong Kony, under’ its 
present-day economy may or may
